An 8-3 record marks an exciting season for Big Red Football. A trio of Denison seniors - Gagliardi Trophy 
semifinalist Cannan Gebele '19, first-team All-NCAC right tackle George Carson '19 and second team 
All-NCAC wide receiver David Weimar '1 9 - were selected to represent Team USA in the 2018 Aztec Bowl 
in Mexico City, Mexico. Ben Cross '20 and Weimar were also named to the 201 8 Google Cloud Academic 
All-America Team as selected by the College Sports Information Directors of America. Weimar was also 
named to the National Football Foundation Hampshire Honor Society along with Jeremy Woelfer '19. 
This year was also marked by Denison Football winning its first NCAC Championship since 1986 and 
advancing to the NCAA Playoffs for the first time since 1985. 
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Few students have the perseverance to be a successful athlete 
and follow a demanding academic track like David Weimar '19, 
a bio-chem major and a football player. His favorite spot on 
campus is the Deeds field and the Nest and Buckeye his favorite 
Whit's flavor. 

David recounts his favorite memories as a football player which 
also serves as an exciting summary of this season, 

I think one of my favorite memories has to be the 2018 football 
season as a whole, through the ups and downs of the roller 
coaster-like season, ultimately resulting in Denison football's 
first NCAC championship in 32 years. With high hopes at the 
beginning of the season, which were slightly diminished after a 
week one loss and then a heartbreaking loss midway through 
the season, we knew as a team that we had to get back on 
track. We followed the second loss with a huge win against 
Wabash—our first against them since 1990—and then took a 
trip to Greencastle, In to face DePauw, a team we had struggled 
against in past years. Trailing by 6 points with about 5 minutes 
left in the game, our offense got the ball back, and we knew we 
needed to score that possession if we wanted to win the game. 
After producing little-to-no offense up to that point, we got into 
a roll and methodically marched down the field, where I caught 
5 consecutive passes, including a 10-yard touchdown to put us 
into the lead with less than 3 minutes to play! The end of this 
DePauw game, as well as the moment we knew that we were 
conference champions when the Kenyon game ended, are two 
moments that I will never forget when thinking about my football 
career.
